rotatably mounted between two end abutment 
positions, wherein said two end abutments 
correspond, respectively, to the two open 
positions and the gradients of said two guide 
channel sections have different angles and/or 
lengths .

The problem that the present invention is intended 
to solve can therefore be considered to be that of 
enabling the rotary element to occupy, relative to 
the base, two separate positions in which the 
dispensing port can be opened to a greater or 
lesser extent depending on the section selected, 
i.e. depending on the direction, of rotation of the 
rotary element relative to said base. 

The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 
1, is considered to involve an inventive step (PCT 
Article 33(3)), for the following reasons: 

The dispensing head as per Dl has no end abutments 
and the gradients of the guide channel sections do 
not have different angles or different lengths. 
Document D2 (cf. figures 3 and 4) describes end 
abutments but the two guide channel sections are 
not mutually connected at a low point and the 
gradients of said sections do not have different 
angles or different lengths. It follows that none 
of the cited documents, considered individually or 
in combination, suggests the solution in claim 1. 

3. Claims 2-13 are dependent on claim 1 and, as such, 

therefore also fulfil the PCT requirements of 
novelty and inventive step.
